(3) Shri R. D. Dhir, Chief Engineer, Flood Control. 
Central Water & Power Commission, Government of 
India — Member. 

(4) Shri P. R. Ahuja, Chief Engineer, Field Investigation 
and Trisufi, Central Water and Power Commission, 
Government of India — Member. 

(5) Shri B. B. Dutta, Director, Bridges and Floods Research 
Designs and Standards Organisation, Ministry of Rail- 
ways, Lucknow— Member. 

Shri R. C. Shcnoy, Director, Hydrology and Statistics. 
Central Water & Power Commission, Government of 
India will be the Secretary of the Committee. 


3. The terms of reference of the Committee will be as 

follows : — 

(1) To study and review the present flood forecattiag and 
warning methods prevalent in different parts of the 
country. 

(2) To collect information about, and study, the latest 
techniques and methods of scientific flood forecasting and 
warning in USA USSR and other advanced countries 
and recommend a scientific method or methods of 
flood forecasting suitable for the different regions of 
India. 

( 3 ) To examine the adequacy of the present organisation, 
and methods for collection, dissemination and publica- 
tion of data of river discharges and river levels in the 
country and suggest additions and modifications noces- 
sury to meet the needs of scientific flood forecasting. 

(4) To recommend a suitable organisation and procedures 
that may be necessary for undertaking an effective 
system of scientific flood forecasting and warning for 
the entire country. 

(5 1 To consider and make recommendations on any othei 
matter that may be relevant to the adoption of a 
scientific flood forecasting and warning system for the 
country. 

4 The Committee will submit its report within a period ol 
4 months.
